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Upper Adams Lions Club 
Hears Report On Cost Of 
A County Swimming Pool 


The Upper Adams Lions club 
will continue to study the pos­ 
sibility of building a community 
swimming pool for residents of 
the upper part of the county. 
At a meeting Tuesday evening 
in the Biglerville School cafeteria, 
the Lions learned a pool and bath­ 
house 
will 
cost 
approximately 
$85,000. They then voted, 32 to 8, 
to continue studies of pool con­ 
struction 
location 
and 
method 
of financing. 
The vote followed a report by 
Charles E. Taylor, Harrisburg, 
on the methods of financing and 
operating pools in approximately 
80 communities in the state. 
Cites New Bloomfield 
At New Bloomfield, he said, the 
Lions jClub secured donations to­ 
taling $10,000 from 
businesses, 
industries and individuals, then 
canvassed the community seek­ 
ing 25 individuals willing to lend 
$1,000 each at 8 per cent inter­ 
est. The pool proposed for New 
Bloomfield's 800 residents will c st 
approximately $41,000 plus land, 
bathhouse and necessary seeding. 
Taylor said a pool to meet the 
requirements in Biglerville should 
I* about IOO x 50 feet and include 
a 30-35 loot diving area, wading 
pool 
walks, bathhouse, chlorine 
treatment plant, disposal plant, 
lighting, 
etc., 
and 
would 
cost 
approximately $83,000.

Volunteer Flood-Fighters 
Patch Levees To Hold Back 
Mississippi And Missouri 


By T H E A S S O C IA T E D P R E S S 
Hundreds (rf volunteer* manned 
weakened levees in the most criti­ 
cal section of the Midwest flood 
belt today, hoping to hold back 
the muddy water* of the swollen 
Mississippi and Missouri rivers. 
They fought to prevent the surg­ 
ing rivers from further flooding 
fertile farm lands and communi­ 
ties in Illinois and Missouri. 
The flood fighters patched the 
water sogged earthen levees with 
thousands of sandbags. During the 
night 
floodlights 
searched 
for 
signs of possible break-throughs. 
Patrols of men, .some wearing 
bright orange life jackets, car­ 
ried aerial flares to shoot off if 
they detected danger spots. 
Fear Break In Dyke* 
Officials said the major danger 
was that the tons (rf river water 
would 
spill 
through the 
dikes 
which seemingly appear solid but 
which may be weakened inside by 
the seepage. 
The two big rivers have been 
on a rampage for a week. The 
chief danger spots were confined 
to the lower reaches of the Mis­ 
souri River and to the Mississippi 
about 150 miles to the north and 
the same distance south of St. 
Louis. 
Farm ers, townsmen, civil de­ 
fense worker* and eollege *tu-i 


dent* made up the hundreds of 
volunteers working on the levees.! 
Call M ora Worker* 
"People are in need here now," 
.said Oscar Crist, a farmer who 
lives 35 miles west of a battered 
Mississippi River levtx* at West 
Quincy. Mo. "That’s the time to 
help. If we can't help each other, 
what good are we?" 
More workers were called in to 
strengthen a weakened levee be­ 
low Quincy, IU. In nearby Meyer, 


111., only a few of the IOO resi­ 
dents remained, staying in a grain 
elevator, one of the few buildings 
not flooded. 
Some of the pressure on levees 
south of Gregory Landing, Mo., 
was relieved when a levee was 
dynamited at the confluence of the 
Fox and Mississippi rivers. Volun­ 
teers used baled hay, straw, sand­ 
bags and snow fences to protect 
other levees at Gregory Landing. 
A few of the 33 residents of the 
community defiantly stayed be­ 
hind and were living in a grain 
elevator, far above the murky 
waters. 
About 8u families moved out of 
Canton. 
Mo., 
a community 
of 
some 2.400 but Mayor Earl Zenge 
was optimistic the levee would 
hold against tho Mississippi flood 
waters.

For a quarter of a century, he nursed the grudges of 
his political life. J ie died in Quincy, Massachusetts, July 4, 1826, aged 90. 


JOHN MARSHALL 


Bom in Germantown, Virginia, 1755. Ile was studying law at 18 when he 
entered die army in the Revolutionary War. After eight years serv ice, be renewed the 
study of law and was admitted to the bar. He soon gained recognition as one of the 
leading attorneys in Virginia. 
I Ie served as a member of die Virginia Assembly in 1782 and 1795. He was one 
of the commission sent to France to settle trade disputes with the French in 1797, a 
mc miler of Congress, 1799, and Secretary of State in 1800. 
While Secretary of State, Marshall (pictured above} was appointed Chief Justice 
of die Supreme Court, serving both offices until March 4, 1801. His interpretations 
and decisions as ( Lief Justice during die next 34 years established and enlarged the 
powers of die Federal government. 
Nearly every important part of the United States Constitution, as it existed before 
the amendments, is treated in o i k * or more of 44 cases involving constitution law' on 
which he rendered decisions. I Ie died in 1835, recognized as a constitutional lawyer 
without a rival. 
President Adams’ Vice-President was I Lumas jeficxsoo. 


MRS. JOHN ADAMS 


Abigail Smith Adams, horn in Massachusetts in 1744, stands alone as the wife of 
one President and the mother of another. Gifted with a superior mind, she was care­ 
fully educated by her scholarly father. At twenty-two. she married John Adams. As 
he was often away during the Revolution, she managed their farm, taught her children 
and wrote fascinating letters, many of which have since been publish®!, that attest to 
ber mental alertness on far-ranging subjects. She was with her Husband during his misr 
sions in Paris and England. 
The White House was completed only a few months before the close of her hus­ 
bands tenure. As its first occupant, this delightful and interesting First Lady main­ 
tained the formal tone she had established in the Executive Mansion in Philadelphia. 
She died in 1818.

Q. I am a self-employed work­ 
er, and I plan to retire in May 
i960. When should I go to the so­ 
cial 
security 
office 
and 
what 
should I take with me° 


A. You should visit your so­ 
cial security office in April and 
you should have information on 
your 1959 earning*. Have your 
Federal Income Tax Form 1040 
along with an extra copy of your 
Schedule “ C " and the receipt or 
cancelled 
check 
showing 
pay­ 
ment of the social security tax 
Take some proof of your age with 
you — your birth or baptismal 
certificate is best, but an old in­ 
surance policy, family Bible and 
other old documents may he used. 
Q I probably could file for so­ 
cial 
security 
benefit* 
anytime 
now, but i’m still trying to get 
a birth certificate. What do you 
suggest? 


A. A lot of people worry about 
proving that they are old enough 
to get social security benefits. 
Some people think a birth certifi­ 
cate is required and tiny don't 
have one. Well, although Hie best 
proof of age is a birth certificate, 
many kinds of documents can tx* 
used &' proof of your age. Don’t 
delay filing your claim because 
you don t have a birth certificate 
Your date of birth can be pixiven 
from an old family Bible, insur­ 
ance policies you’ve had for some 
time, and children's birth certifi­ 
cates showing parents' ages at 
time of child’s birth. World War 
I draft records or census record' 
or voter’s registration can be used 
also. 
Q What proof of earnings does 
a self-emp.oyed person need when 
he applies for social security? 
A. When a self-errtployed per­ 
son comes in to file for social 
security benefits, he needs to fur­ 
nish a copy of last year's income 
tax return which we have to keep 
permanently. 
He also need' to 
furnish proof that he has filed 
this return with Internal Revenue 
Service; this proof can he the 
money order stub or cancelled 
check used to pay Hie tax. The 
latest tax return is needed too.

HEALTH PLAN 


FOR THE AGED 


W ASHINGTON YAP’—Sen. Hug! 
Scott 
R—Pa' today joined six 
other Republicans in sponsoring 
a new Senate bill to provide health 
insurance for the aged. 
Scott described the bill as being 
based on the successful formula 
for federal contributions used in 
the Hill-Burton Hospital Act. 
“ We reject the idea that a health 
plan for the aged must be com­ 
pulsory. or that it need tx? limited 
only to persons covered by the 
Social Security system." Scott said 
in a statement. 
“ Socialized medicine is repug­ 
nant to the vast majority of Amer­ 
icans. And there are persons not 
covered by Social Security who 
are entitled to thus health protec­ 
tion.” 
He said the new bill provides 
for 
voluntary 
health 
insurance 
that would be available to all per­ 
sons 65 years of age and over, at 
costs "which they can afford to 
pay.” 
Scott said that under the bill an 
individual would pay a subscrip­ 
tion fee, ranging upward from 50 
cents a month, depending upon his 
income. The difference between 
the total subscription paid by the 
beneficiary and Hie full cast would 
be shared by the state and federal 
governments. 
The federal contribution would 
be based on the Hill-Burton for­ 
mula whereby the federal govern­ 
ment share to Hie states ranges 
from a maximum of 75 per cent 
to a minimum of 334 per cent, 
Scott said. 
“ Generally, this plan would pro­ 
vide for a subscriber with 60 days 
of full cost, semi-private hospital 
care or tin* equivalent care in a 
nursing home for tlx* aged." Scott 
said. 
"It would make satisfactory pro­ 
vision for surgery Iwth in and out 
of the ha'pital, hospital medical 
care, visits to the doctor’s office 
along with necessary laboratory 
tests, diagnostic x-rays, specialist 
consultations and visiting nurse 
service in the home. 
“ This bill encourages each state 
to utilize the private health insur­ 
ance companies and cooperative 
health programs to provide the 
necessary coverage. In instances 
where Hie .state cannot contract 
with a private company. Hie state 
is permitted to provide the cover­ 
age."

The later estimates have fig­ 
ured that a# much as one third of 
all the radioactive debris from 
bomb tests conducted by the nu­ 
clear powers still remains in the 
stratosphere and that the maxi­ 
mum level on the earth would not 
be acheived until two to four years 
from now. 


Disclosure of the new figures 
was made by Dr. J. Laurence 
Kulp of Columbia University at, 
a news conference. 
Kulp told reporters that the new j 
figures result from a Department; 
of Defense study—kept secret for! 
more than two years—which ulti­

"there appear to be holes in th e( 
tropopause’’ through which radio- j 
active debris can fall more quick-1 
ly to the earth than previously 
estimated.

WOMAN LOVES 
RIVER; WORKS 
AROARD BOAT

JEFFERSONVILLE, Iud. 
AP) 
In her younger days Mrs. Cath­ 
erine Burns used to watch with 
fascination as commercial boats 
plied the Ohio River. 


“ I always wished I could find 
a way to stay out on the river,” 
she says. 


At 39 she has—by liecoming a 
waitress on the towboat Memphis 
Zephyr, 
For 60 days Mrs. Burns, a di­ 
vorcee, serve# a crew of 14 as 
the boat travels lietween Pitts­ 
burgh and New Orleans. 
Two Months Fret 
Th# next 60 days are her own. 
She spends most of them with her 
two teen-age children, who think 
her job is wonderful. 
The National Maritime Union, 
of which Mrs. Burns is a mem- 
l>er, estimates about 200 women 
work as cooks or waitresses on 
towboat* or tugboats throughout 
the nation. The trend started dur­ 
ing World War II, 
Mrs. Burns says she was hired 
on two years ago, “ and I ve had 
no regrets whatever.” 


On the tug ber day starts at 
4 30 a m. She sets table for two 
shifts. 
Later she helps th# cook. At 
130 p.m. she gets a two-hour 
break. Then she helps prepare 
dinner. Her day ends at 7 p.m. 


“ On my free time I read a lot, 
listen to the radio, fix my nails 
or 
write 
letters,” 
Mrs. 
Burns 
says. “ I don’t have time to get 
bored.” 
Citers 5300 
For her labors she clears about 
$300 a month. She has a private 
room and bath aboard the boat. 


There are “ fringe” benefits, too. 
“ I think the upper Mississippi 
River is the most beautiful on 
our route,” Mrs. Burns says. “ And 
you feel fine out on water. The 
air is so pure.” 


Sometimes she 
spends 
hours 
watching people along the banks. 
(Occasionally she debarks at a 
landing to shop in a town along 
the way. 
“Fall Prettiest” 
“ The fall is the prettiest time 
for nature,” Mrs. 
Burns says. 
“ Even a day or two makes a dif­ 
ference in the color of the leaves.” 
Mrs. Burns said she has yet to 
hear a crew member swear—at 
least in her presence. 
"And I don't expect to find a 
husband on board,” 
sh# adds. 
“ They all treat me like a sister.”
